Sadat says he’ll sign peace 
treaty even if Jordan stays out

WASHINGTON. — President Anwar Sadat yesterday told the U.S. 
Congress that should the Jordanians stay out, Egypt would still sign 
the Israell-Egyptian peace treaty within three months. But he stzted 
that he still expects Jordan to enter the peace negotiations. 

In the event of Jordan staying out, Sadat promised that Egypt 
would also go ahead, together with Israe) and Palestinian represen- 
tatives, in the negotiations for setting up the West Bank self- 
government, as called for in the “framework” agreement. 

Sadat was answering questions during a closed-door session of the 
House International Relations Committee. The Egyptian leader, 
who was very warmly received by the members, said that he “fully 
expects" Jordan and Saudi Arabia to support the agreements 
because the pacts do not ‘forfeit’ Arab sovereignty or land. 


Sadat spoke several hours before 
word came from Riyadh of Saudi 
Arabia’s official disapproval of the 
Camp David accords — or at least of 
the framework for peace" accord. 

Bolstering Sadat’s positive 
prognosis regarding Jordan, a top 
Egyptian official disclosed te The 
Jerusalem Post that Jordan had 
“reacted well". to the agreements 
reached between Israel and Egypt at 
Camp David. 

Hassan Kamel, head of the 
president’s bureau and one of the 
two or three men closest to Sadat, 
told The Jerusalem Post that Egypt 
was gratified at the fact that the U.S. 
administration obviously intends to 
exercise prompt and forceful efforts 
of persuasion upon both Jordan and 
Saudi Arabia that they support the 
Camp David agreements. He reveal- 
ed that the Saudis had been “very 
encouraging” in their talks with 
President Sadat just before the 
Camp David summit, and he seemed 
hopeful of continued Saudi support 
and encouragement now. 

As regards the Saudi thumbs 
down, Kamel said, ‘Not to worry. 
This is just until Vance comes and 
explains the Camp David agreement 
to them. I think they'll be con- 
vinced.”" 

“The U.S. has undertaken a 
responsibility in this,"" Kamel added. 

He compared the Initia), negative

“They couldn't absorb it at first,”

Rabin tells Jerusalem forum: 
Can’t back settlement removal 


if separated from peace vote

. “If the choice before the Knesset is 
dismantling the Sinai settlements or 
cancelling the two agreements 
achieved at Camp David, I will sup- 
port the government,” said former 


| prime minister Yitzhak Rabin. He 


was speaking at the monthly 
luncheon of the Jerusalem Economic 
Club, which was held yesterday un- 
der the patronage of Jerusalem 
Mayor Teddy Kollek. 


Rabin stressed, however, that if 
the government separated the dis- 
cussion of the two issues and did not 
present the achievement of peace 
with Egypt together with the price 
Israel is asked to pay — he would not 
attend the second discussion and 
would not vote for dismantling the 
settlements. “I wili not be able to 
vote for the removal of the 
settlements in Sina! if it is not part of 
the achievement of peace at Camp 
David," he said. 

Speaking forcefully, the former 
prime minister, whe called the 
agreements ‘‘a painful compromise 
for both sides," said the success of 
Camp David was undoubtedly a 
tremendous achievement and open- 
ed opportunities for peace in the 


Middle East. While there were also 
significant risks involved, there was 
no agreement without some risk. He 
indicated that the price paid to 
Egypt — and Bgypt had achieved all 
it wanted, he said — was necessary 
since Egypt was the key to the peace 


-process between Israel and the Arab 


states. 

The former prime minister saw 
some overlap in timing between the 
two agreements and indicated that 
this could make implementation ofa 
part of one agreement conditional on 
action in the other. For this reason 
he counselled restraint, both in 
criticism and in the establishment of 
seftlements. "Δ will support the 
government if it displays patience 
and strengthens the existing 
settlements in the Jordan Valley and 
at Gush Etzion, rather than 
to Karnei Shomron or the kind of 
settlement established on Monday 
night,"” he said. 

Mayor Koltek called on the govern-

TABAS, Iran. — Light planes 
showered this ecarthquake-shattered 
town and surrounding villages with 
disinfectants yesterday to prevent 
contagion from 10,000 bodies trapped 
under the rubble and rotting in the 
heat. 

The casualty toll from the -giant 
earthquake that hit Iran Saturday 
night is expected to reach 168,000

Officials put the quake’s epicentre 
at the village of Korit, 24 kilometres 
from Tabas, and said 3,500 of its 4,- 
inhabitants were either dead or 
injured.

The Iranian army set up an elec- 
tric generator in the main camp just 
outside town. Bulldozers and con- 
struction machinery worked under 
the improvised lights powered hy 
mobile generators. 

Tn towns across the country shops 
were closed and workers went to 
their jobs in black mo dreas. 

Government radio stopped its 
usual music broadcasts and cinemas 
shut down as part of a three-day 
period of national mourning. 

Radio Iran said several infants 
were dug out alive. They were In 
their mothera' laps when the quake 
struck, but the mothers did not sur- 
vive. The national women's 
organization said it would take care 
of them. 

Officials said 150 smaller tremors 
had been recorded in Tabas and sur- 


quake hit Saturday evening. 

A spokesman for the geophysics 
centre in Teheran said that up'to 600 | 
tremors could potentially rock the 
area again within’a month. 

“Some of those tremors may be 
moderate and cause damage,” he 

id.

Residents said they noticed 1 more 
military activity in the capital 
yesterday than had been apparent 
since martial law was declared on 
September 8, folowing a major 
demonstration against the Shah.

Beware of strangers and 
dentists, say doctors

Every time you sit in a dentist's 
chair, get 2 bicod transfusion, or 
have sexual ‘relations with a 
stranger, you are in danger of con- 
tracting a dangerous and possibly 
fatal atrain of hepatitis. 

The danger was reported on Mon- 
day at an international symposium 
on viral hepatitis conducted by the 
Hebrew University-Hadassah 
Medical School in Jerusalem. 

Participants in the symposium in- 
eluded Arie Zuckerman of the Lon- 
don Schoo! for Tropical Medicine 
and Hygiene, Niels Tygstrup of the 
Copenhagen Schoo! of Medicine, 
Roger Williams of Kings College 
Hospital! in London, and Marcel 
Eliakim of the Hebrew University- 
Hadasssh Medical School. 


They explained that one strain of 
hepatitis, known as Strain A, is con: 
tracted by most Israelis without 
their realizing {t. They are then im- 
mune to this strain. 

However, they may stil! constract 
Strain B, a far more serious virus. 
Approximately one per cent of 
Israel's population carries this 
strain without showing any symp- 
toms. 

The uumber of carriers is far 
higher among Jews from African 
and Astan countries,-the experts 
said. Among immigrants from 
Libya, 6 per cent are carriers; those 


from Yemen, Iraq and Kurdistan in- 
clude 4 per cent carriers. Isreeli 
Arabs show a 3 per cent rate a8 
carriers. 

The number of carriers is deter- 
mined by examining blood donor 
samples. Ideally, al! blood donations 
by carriers should have been screen- 
ed out, but, said the participants, 
this does not always happen. 

One of the most common ways in 
which strain B Is transmitted is 
through blood or blood products — 
which is why drug addicts who use 
unsterilized needles are particularly 
susceptible. Others in danger of con- 
tracting the disease are homosex- 
uals who have many partners, and 
the clients of prostitutes. One study 
showed that the virus was carried by 
bedbugs from the beds of prostitutes 
in Ghana. 

But transmission can be by far 
more prosaic ways, according to the 
symposium participants. A dentist, 
or a ritual circumciser, or an 
acupuncture specialist who does not 
sterilize his instruments properly 
can spread the disease. So can 
jewellers who pierce ears. 

By sterilization, the participants 
stressed, they did not mean a rub 
with aleohol, which does not kill the 
virus. A full 10 minutes in boiling 
water is needed, they said. 

Other means of prevention are be- 
ing examined, including the 
possibility that eventually a vaccine 
may be developed. 


Bundestag official sceptical 
Nazi statute will be extended

BAD GODESBERG, West Germany. 
— Although Israel and Poland are 
pressing for it, Annemarie Renger, 
the vice-president of the West Ger- 
man Bundestag, is sceptical that the 
statute of limitations on Nazi war 
crimes, which expires on December 

31, 1978, will be extended. 

Mrs. Renger, who visited Israel in 
1976 as guest of the Knesset, told The 
Jerusalem Post, that an extension 
would require a change in the con- 
stitution. The 20-year statute has 
been extended several times In the 
past under pressure from various 
countries. 


Witnesses would have a difficult 
time recalling the events of 35 years 
ago, she pointed out. 

A call for the Bundestag to extend 
the statute was made on Monday by 
Israel's ambassador to Bonn, 


Yohanan Meroz. in an address to a 
symposium organized by the 
German-Israel Association. 

“Issues deriving from the past, 
relating to the relations between the 
two countries, are here again," he 
said. ‘Some things only you can do." 

Although Meroz did not elaborate, 
Israeli sources said no German pre-" 
sent could fail to understand what he 
was referring to in his remarks. 

Israelis also complained that Nazi 
war crime trials are drawn out, 
citing as an example the 14 people 
accused of murder in the Maidanek 
trial which has lasted two-and-a-half 
years with no end in sight. 

The ambassador's call was backed 
by several Knesset members atten- 
ding the symposium. Mordechai 
Wirshubski (Shai) complained that 
on December 31, 1979, tens of 
thousands of war criminals may 
come out of hiding and no one will be 
able to do anything about it.

Employment may benefit from peace move

Opening the barder between Israel 
and Egypt could have a far-reaching 
-- and probably positive τ- effect on 
the employment picture here, 
Yisrae} Goralnik, director-genera! of 
the Ministry of Labour and Socia) Af- 
fairs, believes. 

In an interview with The Post . 
yesterday, Goralnik said: ‘‘Not hav- 
Ing ever shared geographical access 
with our neighbours, we can only 
learn from the experience of others. 
Specifically, we witnessed that when 
intra-European national borders 
were opened after World War 11, 
cultural, tourism and business inter- 
course expanded so rapidly that the 
European Economic Community 
was born.. 


“‘Needleas to say, two-way 
economic activity between Egypt 
and ourselves wil} mean more jobs, 
and on both sides of the border." 

Asked if freedom of movement for 
Egyptian workers could jead to 
availability of a source of cheap 
labour that could endanger Israeli 
workers’ jobs, Goralntk said this was 
possible theoretically, but could not 
in fact come about. 

“Our labour unions are not exactly 
weaklings. you know," Goralnik 
said. ‘Besides, we would probably 
institute a system of work permits 
for foreign labourers, and the Egyp- 
tians could do likewise.” 

As for Israelis working in Egypt, 
Goralnik foresees two major trends. 
First, Jewish Israelis with 
professional expertise could work in 


Egypt as agricultural! and industrial 
advisers ‘‘just as they did In Africa,"’ 

“Second, Israeli Arabs with secon- 
@ary and higher education — who 
now feel limited in their employment 
opportunities — could find new job 
horizons in Egypt — and, hopefully, 
in Jordan too,"" 

The director-general pointed out 
that “very many” Arabs in the ad- 
ministered areas who had been 
given vocational training by the 
Israel Ministry of Labour and Social 
Affairs have moved on to jobs in 
Kuwait, and European countries too. 

The feeling among senior officials 
at the Treasury regarding the 
possibility of an influx of cheap 
labour that might stem from ἃ peace 
agreement with Egypt was much 
less optimistic.

Histadrut fights —

Changing character of 
Kupat Holim rest homes

. ZICHRON YA’ACOV. — The 


character of the network of rest 
homes run by Kupat Holim is chang- 
ing. At one time our guests came to 
fill their stomachs three times a day 
with generous meals plus two snacks 
— midmorning and midafternoon. 
Now we are planning to open 8 
special department for those who 
want to diet and lose weight. At one 
time our guests spent most of their 
time lounging around or reading, 
now we are stepping up our physical 
activities and body-building 


programmes, especially for the - 


elderly. In the past couples came to 
get away from thelr young children, 
now more and more are bringing 
them so they can have a “family 
vacation.'’ Once we were open main- 
ly during the spring and summer, 
now ‘we are trying to stay open 
throughout the year, and to attract 
more ahd more persons during the 
winter off-season. 

This is stated by WIL Bernhoiz, 
who holds the “rest home portfolio” 
in Kupat Holim. The sick fund rung 
13 rest homes, often for specific un- 
fons, like construction workers. It 
also operates another three con- 
valescent homes for persons who 
need to recuperate after an illness or 
operation. In all, there are 3,200 
rooms. 

However, Kupat Holim has also 
reached an agreement with three 


hotels, Ein Bokek and Moriah at the 
Dead Sea, and the Moriah in Eilat, 
which allocate almost 400 rooms to 
Kupat Holim members at specia) 
prices. 

Bernholz was speaking at Beit 
Remes in Zichron Ya‘acov, after 
touring the latest iand most 
beautiful) addition to the network, 
Mivtahim, which was opened about 
Bix years"ago. 

At present the network is charging 
from 11.226 [0 1L.250 a day per person, 
plus VAT, The price will probably 
rise to IL320 — a decision has been 
taken in principle but has not yet 
peen put into actual practice. Special 
reductions are given to children who 
sleep on a cot in their parents’ 
rooms. In addition, pensioners get a 
20 per cent reduction. 

‘These prices are about two-thirds 
of those charged by hotels for 
similar rooms and food,” Bernholz 
says. 

The problem facing the rest homes 
is that their occupancy is only about 
60-65 per cent in the off-season. 
Because of this, strenuous efforts 
will be made this winter to attract 
guests during the cold montha. If the 
Israelis don't come, there is hope 
that others will — at least 2,000 
visitors tall union members) came 
last year from France. Unions in 
Belgium and Austria are also show- 
ing considerable interest. In 1976/77 
some 100,000 Israelis spent almost 
700,000 ‘‘days" in the rest homes. 


Idle youths are target of drive 
by Labour and Social Affairs Ministry

The Ministry of Labour-and Social 
Affairs is preparing a pew campaign 
against the phenomenon of ‘no 
work/no study" among teenagers, 
according to Yisrael Goralnik, 
ministry director-general. 

He told The Jerusalem Post 
yesterday: "Now that the ministries 
of Labour and Socia] Welfare have 
been consolidated, we have joined 
with the Education Ministry in an 
all-out drive to locate the estimated 
12,000 to 14,000 boys and girls 
between 14 and 17 who are neither in 
school nor hold jobs." 

Goralnik said that within a few 
months his office as well as the 
Ministry of Education will have a 
detailed name and addresa list of 
these young people, many of whom 
are rejected fram army service 
because of their low aptitudes.

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“We believe we can reduce their 
number by about half with the 
facilities on hand,” Goralnik told 
The Post. “Eight years ago there 
were more than 25,000 no work/no 
study youngsters in Israel."" 

On another subject — work ac- 
cidents — Goralnik said that a 
special enquiry commission into the 
high rate of such mishaps, appointed 
recently by Minister Yisrael Katz, is 
expected to complete its work by 
February. 

“We are very concerned by the 
high rate of work accidents here 
which could be prevented through 
stronger laws. Therefore, it is 
almost certain that the committee's 
recommendations will be brought 
before the cabinet so that the 
government-sponsored legislation 
will be tabled in the Knesset, to in- 
erease safety among working men 
and women."

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And now Hussein 


THE LOGICAL next move after the Camp David summit is now 
being taken by U.S. Secretary of State Cyrus Vance, in his visit 
with King Hussein at his palace. 

Although the visit may seem to have been forced upon the 
Hashemite monarch by President Carter, it has in fact been 
solicited from Amman: Hussein is, so to speak, allowing Mr. 
Vance to chase him — until he catches the Secretary of State. 
The picture has been somewhat befogged by Hussein's 
deliberate ducking of President Sadat during the iatter's intend- 
ed stay in Rabat, 

In the Moroccan capital, information .and opinion could 
usefully have been exchanged while Hussein was on his way 
from vacation in Spain back to Jordan. Apparently, the King is 
not too eager to appear especially anxious to hop on the peace- 
talks bandwagon. At the very least, he wishes to be wooed with 
further promises before he joins in. 

There has, of course, for long been a school of thought in Am- 
man, which urged the total severance of Transjordan’s connec- 
tion to the unruly West Bank. 

‘The prospect is that the West Bank (and, to slightly lesser ex- 
tent, Gaza) may remain fairly unruly. The local population has 
not greeted the Camp David formula with any excess of 
enthusiasm. The slogans with which Hussein has sought to win 
popular support this side of the Jordan — total Israeli 
withdrawal, and Palestinian self-determination — find no ex- 
pression in the Camp David accords. 

Presumably, it wilf be Secretary Vance's task to persuade 
King Hussein that the programme is well worth his support. 
While it does not provide for a puilback of all Israeli troops to 
the old border, it does envisage the end of Israeli occupation, 
and the emergence of the territories into full autonomy. 

The duration of Israel's military presence, Mr. Vance may be 
expected to tell King Hussein, is proper subject for negotiation. 
While the U.S. has taken no official position in the matter, it will, 
to say the least, not oppose the idea of substituting complete 
demilitarization and neutral early warning stations for Israeli 
military presence, in the long run. 

As for the prospect of new Israeli settlements sprouting in the 
territories, the U.S. believes that it is not very real. In any case 
it holds that the agreed moratorium on such new settlements 
should be forthe duration of talks on the future of the territories, 
which is five years at least, and not a mere three months, as 
suggested by Mr. Begin. 

As for any possible Israeli demand for border rectification, it 
is, of course, the well-known American position that any such 
change would have to be minor, and justified on security 
grounds alone. 

At any rate, Jordan's refusal to take an active part in the im- 
plementation of the Camp David plan would only strengthen the 
influence of the PLO in the territories; and it would bring joy to 
the Soviet-sponsored ‘‘Steadfastness Front," which is gathering 
for another talk-fest in Damascus today. Neither development 
should be especially heartwarming to King Hussein. 

Not that Mr. Vance has given up entirely even on Syria, the 
Steadfasters’ host. After seeing King Hussein, he will be calling 
on President Assad, in an effort to talk the Syrian leader, too, 
into lending a helping hand. A meeting between Hussein and 
Assad will duly follow. 

So much hectic activity ought, in theory, to produce some 
positive results. However, the tenor of the communique put out 
in Amman last night after the session of the Jordan cabinet, 
Promises more stonewalling than reasoning together. 


A Hadassah first 


‘THE FIRST Hadassah Convention ever to be held in this coun- 
try opened last night at a time of great jubilation for Israel and 
. the Jewish people. 

Hadassah leaders have been planning this convention for two 
years, so they obviously cannot have contemplated that it would 
take place precisely at a time when such momentous news 
would be announced, but the timing has certainly proved to be a 
me omen for the deliberations of the largest Zionist bloc in the 
world. 

The present convention, with its 3,000 delegates and guests, is 
one of the largest gatherings of its kind ever to take place in 
Israel. It was planned by Hadassah 88 a tribute to the State on 
its thirtieth anniversary.,Some Israelis have wondered, 
however, why such a tribute was not paid before the lapse of 
thirty years. 

Hadassah's answer is that the logistics were staggering: nor- 
mally the annual conventions take place in one hotel! in a large 
American city, with the convention centre in that hotel, and with 
no touring involved. 

Here the Hadassah delegates are housed in 25 hotels, and the. 
sight of their 65 buses travelling around Jerusalem has become 
@ familiar and rather daunting one. 

With the precedent of a Jerusalem convention established, we 
hope it will be followed in the future. For to enable the many 
Hadassah delegates to see their important medical and 
educational projects here at tirst hand, must be a source of in- 
spiration, just as it permits Israel to directly express its 
gratitude. 


POSTSCRIPT S Ea 


A RECORD fotal of 73 women began 
studying for the rabbinate in Reform 
and Reconstructionist seminaries 
when the 1978-79 academic year got 
underway this month, according to a 
Jewish Telegraphic Agency survey. 

Seven women have been ordained 
as Reform rabbis since the Hebrew 
Union College-Jewish Institute of 
Religion began accepting women for 
ordination and four now hold pulpits. 
Four women have been graduated 
from the Reconstructionist Rab- 
binieal College in Philadelphia, and 
one is in a pulpit. 

Stanley Saplin, associate informa- 
tion director of the HUC-JIR, 
reported that a total of 209 students 
are registered for rabbinical studies 
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in the Reform seminaries in Los 
Angeles, Cincinnati and New York 
City, and that 60 are women. Mrs. 


“ Jennifer Gabriel, registrar for the 


Reconstructionist school, informed 
the JTA that there are 13 women 
candidates registered for the new 
school year. 

The only female Reconstructionist 
rabbi holding a pulpit is Rabbi Sandy 
Eisenberg Sasso, who, in a unique 
arrangement, shares the pulpit of 
Congregation Beth ἘΠ Zedek of In- 
dianapolis with her husband, Rabbi 
Dennis Sasso.

It 
our present expectations are realiz- 
ed. this year we shall see auch peace. 

I would like to give tribute to the 
two men wha have made this im- 
possible dream now become a real 
possibility — the two great national 
leaders with whom I have met for 
the last two weeks at Camp David — 
President Anwar Sadat and Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin. 

At Camp David we sought a peace 
which is not only of vital importance 
to their own two nations, but te all 
the people of the Middie East — to all 
the people of the United States — in- 
deed, to the rest of the world as well. 

The world prayed for the success 
of cur efforts, those prayers have 

been answered. . 

Thave come here tonight to discuss 
what these strong leaders have ac- 
complished — and what it means for 
all of us, 

The United States has had no 
choice but to be concerned about the 

- Middle East, and to use our influence 
and efforts to advance the cause of 
peace. For the last 80 years, through 
four wars, the people of this troubled 
region have paid a terrible price in 
suffering, division, hatred and 
bloodshed. 

No two nations have suffered more 
than Israel and Egypt. But the 
dangers and the costs of conflict in 
this region for our nation have been 
great as well. We have long-standing 
friendships with the nations and 
peoples of the region, and profound 
moral commitments which are 
deeply rooted in our values as a peo- 
ple. 

The strategic location of these 
countries and the resources they 
possess mean that events in the Mid- 
dle East directly affect people 
everywhere. We and our friends 
could not be indifferent if a hostile 
power were to establish domination 
there. 

Tn few areas of the world is there a 
greater risk that a local conflict 
could spread among other nations 
and then ezupt into confrontation 
between the superpowers. Our peo- 
ple have come to understand that un- 
familiar names — Sinai, Akaba, 
Sharm el-Sheikh, Ras en-Nakb, 
Gaza, the West Bank of the Jordan — 
ean have a direct and immediate 
bearing on our well-being 88 a nation 
and our hope for a peaceful world. 

That is why we cannot be idle 
bystanders, why we have been full 
partners in the search for peace, and 
why it 19 50 vital to our nation that 
these meetings have been a success. 


THROUGH THE long years of con- 
flict, four main issues have divided 
the parties. 

One is the nature of peace — 
whether peace will mean aimply that 
tHe guns are silenced, the bombs 
stop falling and the tanks cease to 
roll, or whether it will mean that 
nations of the Middle East can deal 
with each other as neighbors and 
equals, with the full range of 
diplomatic, cultural, economic and 
human relations between them. The 
Camp David agreement has defined 
such relationships for Israel and her 


The second main issue is providing 
for the security of all the parties in- 
volved, including Israel, so that none 
of them need fear attack or military 
threats from any other. When im- 
plemented, the Camp David agree- 
ment will provide for such security. 

‘Third is the question of an agree- 
thent on secure and recognized boun- 
daries, the end of military occupa- 
tion and the granting of self- 
government or return to other 
nations of territories occupied by 
Israel during the 1987 conflict. The 
Camp David agreement provides for 
the realization of these goals.

And finally there is the painful 
human question of the fate of the 
Palestinians who live or who have 
lived in this disputed region. The 
Camp David agreement guarantees 
that the Palestinian people may par- 
ticipate in the resdtution of the 
Palestinian problem in 411 its 
aspects. 


OVER THE LAST 18 months, there 
has been progress on some of these 
-issves. Egypt and Israel came close 
to agreeing about the first issue — 
the nature of peace. They saw that 
the second and third — withdrawal 
and security — were intimately con- 
nected. But fundamental divisions 
remain in other areas — about the 
tate of the Palestiniang, the future of 
the West Bank and Gaza, and the 
future of Israeli settlements in oc- 
cupied Arab territories. 

We all remember the hopes for 
peace that were inspired by Presi- 
dent Sadat’'s visit to Jerusalem last 
November, by the warm response of 
Prime Minister Begin and the Israeli 
people, and by the mutual promise 
that there-would be no more war. 
Those hopes were sustained when 
Prime Minister Begin reciprocated 
by visiting Inmalliya on Christmas 

ay. 

That progress continued, at a 
slower-rate; through the early part of 
this year, but by early summer the 
negotiations had come to a standatill 
once again. It was this stalemate and 
the prospect of an even worse future 
that prompted me to invite both 
President Sadat and Prime Minister 
Begin to meet me at Camp David. 

Tt is ivapossible to overstate the 
courage of these two men, or the 
foresight they have shown. Only 
through high Ideals, through com- 
promises of words and not of princi- 
ple, and a willingness to look 
deep into the human heart and to un- 
derstand one another, can progress 
ever be made.

These negotiations will be based 
on all the ions and principles 
of U.N. Security Councll Resolution - 
242. The agreement on the final 
status of these areas will be sub- 
mitted to a vote by the represen- 
tatives of the Inhahitants of the West 
Bank and Gaza, and they will have 
the right, for:the first time in their 
history, to decide how they will 
govern themselves. 

We also believe there should be a 
just settlement on the problems of 
displaced persons and refugees 
which takes into account ap- 
propriate U.N. resolutions. 


Finally, thia document also out-. 


lines a variety of security 
arrangements to reinforce peace 
between Israel and its neighbors. 
This is, indeed, a comprehensive and 
fair framework for peace in the Mid- 
die East. 


THE SECOND ement is entitled 
“4 Framework for the Conclusion of 
a Peace Treaty between Egypt and 
Tsrael."’ It returns to Egypt the full 
exercise of its sove: ty over the 
Sinai peninsula and establishes 
several security zones for the protec- 
tion of all parties. 

Tt also provides that Egypt will ex- 
tend full diplomatic recognition to 
Tarael at the time Israel withdraws 
her armed forces from most of the 
Sinai, which will take place between 
three and nine months after the con- 
clusion of the peace treaty.
